We live in an age of irony 
Media saturation following 
events like the murders at 
Columbine High School makes it 
appear that violence surrounds 
us. Yet the crime rate has been

Moreover, tragedies like the 
Columbine shootings almost 
always launch a spate of coun- 
terproductive policy initiatives - 
such as gun contr hough 
inadequate mora than 
inadequate laws led to tt 
Columbine murders, activist, 
interest groups and politicians 
imme ately dusted off their old 
proposals to launch anew 

The temptation to ban 
firearms is understandable. 
Anything seems reasonable in an 
utlempt to save even a few peo- 
ple who die by bullets every 
year 

Civil libertarian Don Kates 
points out that the number of 
firearms almost doubled between 
3 and 1992, while the murder 
rate fell. The fa he observes, 
completely inconsistent with 
the shibboleth that doubling the 
number of guns, especially hand- 

would increase homicide

Only the exceedingly law-abiding 
and extremely docile would give 
up their weapons. Thus, only 
totalitarian controls could elimi- 
nate private gun ownership. And 
even police-state measures 
wouldn't be enough. Otherwise 
there would be no illicit drug 
trade today 
Sportsmen rarely misuse 
their weapons; those who don’t 
should not be punished for the 
sins of the few who do 
Using guns for self-defense is 
even more important. There is 
fo more fundamental right, 
especially in a world in which 
the police offer only imperfect 
protection, at best, John R. Lott 
r., formerly of the University of 
Chicago, figures that guns are 
used five times as often to pre- 
vent as to commit crimes. 
Nor should one desire a world 
in which only state officials pos- 
7isess weapons. Although a stand- 
~ ing army has replaced the mili- 
~ tia as bay seek ates main defense 
re it forei foes, the nation’s 
-yanders right htly distrusted giv-

This sophisticated campaign 
has been run as if guns were get 
ting easier to buy. To the con- 
trary, argues Lott, “Gun avail- 
ability has never bee as restrict- 
ed as is now.” As recently as 30 
years ago there were few restric 
tions on gun ownership, even by 
juveniles. Since then, the num- 

»r of words in federal gun laws 
has quadrupled and state and 
local regulations have mush- 
roomed 


It is hard to find any evidence 


that this growing body of rules 
has had any impact on crime 
There is no reason to believe 
that the plethora of new propos- 
als would have any better effect 
Indeed, none would have stopped 
the Columbine massacre. As Lott 
points out, the killers “violated 
at least 17 state and federal 
weapons-control laws.” A couple 
more on the books would have 
made no difference 

But new rules could make 
crime more likely by disarming 
potential victims and “citizen 
cops.” Research by Lott suggests 
that allowing people to carry 
concealed weapons lowers the 
violent crime rate. Indeed, pri 
vate individuals with guns ended 
two recent school shootings. 

The strongest response to gun 
crimes is to punish the criminal 








Use of a firearm should automat- 
{cally increase the sentence. 
Those who knowingly sell guns to 
criminals or juveniles should be 
likewise punished 

Legislators should pause 
before passing any new gun con- 
trol measures. Tragedies like 
Columbine too often trigger poli- 
Symaking Py emotion. In this

Be: se it is in the 
center of the bird, it rarely 
gets adequately cooked, 
especially if oysters or eggs 
are used. 

"I never put my dressing 
in the turkey, I put it ina 
casserole or pan alongside 
and bake it off, then I serve 
it with my turkey," he said 

How the turkey is sliced 
can also make a big differ- 
ence in presentation. 

By slicing the bird before 
putting it on the table, cooks 
can avoid many problems. 

"It doesn't give you\the 
grandeur a whole turkey can 
do, but it’s better than some- 
body carving the turkey who 
doesn't know how,"' he said.

Park director argues for recreation value 


Polivick seeks public input on 5-year plan direction

While some ple may 
think parks and recreation 
have little value, Dave 
Polivick says otherwise. 

Polivick, director of the 
Granite City Park District, 
talked about the district's 
plans for the next five years 
at the monthly Rotary action 
prayer breakfast last week. 

He said while it costs 
almost $30,000 a year for a 
12-year-old to enter the juve- 
nile justice system, for $500 
or less he can provide an 
entire year of recreation and 
education through Park 
District Programs 


“We think we can do that, 
we know we can do that,"' he 
said. "We think it's impor- 
tant."" 

The district is seeking 
public input on a proposed 5- 
year plan, and has put out a 
survey on the district. 

During a public meeting 
last week, most people said 
they liked what the district 
was doing and wanted a new 
community center. 

Polivick said the YMCA is 
also considering a new loca- 
tion. 

"People want a new com- 
munity center, and if the 
YMCA can get it done, we're 
behind them," he said. 

The district had set a 


Nov. 16 deadline for return- 
ing the survey, but Polivick 

id they would take them as 
long as possible.

The final draft should be 
complete by February and 
another public meeting will 
then be scheduled.
